a) Referred to a letter he had received from

He pointed out that he felt this particular piece of correspondence had been 
handled rather too slowly in his own office and also had not been given sufficiently 
prompt attention in the DD/P. He requested that steps be taken in his immediate 
office and in the various components of the organization to see that correspondence 
of this nature is handled more expeditiously. 



d) Referred to a memo from Mr. Sheldon concerning the elapsed time of 
deliveries of significant intelligence items. He requested Mr. Sheldon to brief 
General Goodpaster and General Cassidy on this subject.
